The  possessor  of  any  such  memorial  of  Washington  will  cooler  an  obligation  by 
sending  me  a description  of  it,  ami  stale  whether  he  is  willing  to  present  it  to  the 
Mint,  or  dispose  of  it,  lither  for  cash,  and  if  so,  at  what  pi-ice,  or  exchange  it  for 
other  Coins  or  Meilals.  In  the  course  of  a recent  investigation  I ascertained  the 
existence  of  sixty  dilfeieiit  Memorials  of  the  above  character,  and  there  are  doubt- 
less others  wlfudi  have  escajied  m}  notice. 

A few  of  these  medals,  ike.,  aje  now  in  the  Mint,  but  I desire,  if  possible,  to 
supjily  the  (taliinet  with  a full  set  of  these  interesting  memorials  of  the  “Father 
ol  his  country.’  'I'o  accomplish  which  object  F invite  the  eo-0])eration  of  my  Icl- 
low-cit  izens.
